Famous Virginia Turfman Had
a Long and Noteworthy

Career,
HE HAD BRED MANY WINNERS
‘Robert  Dradley Was‘ Known

as “Virginin” Dradley, died ot his
home, “Creonway,’”’ near Wilcox Wharl,
in Charles City county, nbout 1 o'cloek
yosterdny morning.

His Long Career.

He was born in New Kent counly
in 1825, and wpr rasd on tho home
place, Ha  pntered the Confederato
Army at the beginning of the war,

flict.  After the war he llved iIn hla
native county untll thes early saven-
ties, when lhie moved to Charles Clty

Shortly after Mr., Bradley's moving
to Greenway he commenced hls carcer
ng n turfman.

Following up his successcs, he hegan
altending the meets at the great West-
ern and Eastern tracks, and beginning
with only a few horses, Increased his
slable until for more than twenty years
he has been ona of the hest Known
and most successful tlurfmen In this
country.

Many wyears ago he hbegan to glve
attention to the breeding of thorough-
hreds, and has owned in the neighbor-
hood of o hundred head on hils dif-
ferent brooding farms,

Htartle, Prosper, Blltzen, Aloha,
Milan and Masac are among the best
stallions kept In the stud at CGreen-
way during the vears Mr. Bradley hns
been ralsing ecolts. Of all of these,
Aloha has proved himeself by far the
bost sire, .

Blitzen, Traverser, Pestor Paul and
Boney Boy wera among other famous
horses raleed and tralned at tho Graon-
way stables,

Mr, Bradley was o well-known figura
